Albion in the Community, the club’s official charity, has a long history of providing support to local 
people looking to manage mental health conditions or boost their general mental wellbeing 


In fact, much of AITC's work helps people of all 
ages build resilience and improve their emotional 
wellbeing — including important work with 
students at dozens of local schools. 

The charity has also recently launched a 
leadership course for young participants at its free 
Premier League Kicks weekly football sessions. 
The Top Bins course aims to build emotional 
resilience and sees Albion in the Community's 
coaches using the Five Ways to Wellbeing 
approach to teach participants important life 
skills and promote positive mental health. If 
an initial pilot proves successful, Top Bins will 
then be rolled out to other Premier League Kicks 
participants throughout Sussex in 2020. 

The charity's further education team also offers 
nationally-accredited courses in mental health 
and understanding children and young people's 
mental health — courses which are completed by 
a growing number of peaple each year, including 
many who work within Albion in the Community 
and are then able to use what they learn to 
support participants attending the charity's many 
projects throughout Sussex.

It’s three years since the Owls last visited 
us—a 2-1 victory for the Albion in an EFL 
Championship match in our promotion- 
winning season —and more than three- 
and-a-half years since the 1-1 home draw 
in the second leg of the Championship 
play-offs that booked Wednesday's place 
inthe final against Hull City. 

Once again, our visitors find themselves 
challenging for promotion from the 
Championship with the added incentive 
of joining their nvals from across the 
‘Steel City’ at the top level. However, 
competition is as flerce as ever with just 
seven points currently separating 11 clubs 
vying for the play-off places. 

And, with 13 points currently separating 
The Owls from their Yorkshire rivals, 

Leeds United, who sit on top af the 
Championship table after 26 matches, a 
challenge for automatic promotion, with 
60 points still to play for, is certainly not 
out of the question either. 

The FA Cup always provides welcome 
relief fram the week-to-week pressures 
of league football and, like all clubs, 
we look forward to our participation in 
the world's oldest domestic cup 
competition, first played in the 1871/72 
season — some 30 years before our club 
even existed! 

Last season, in reaching the semi-final 
and losing 1-0 to Manchester City at 
Wembley, we enjoyed our best run inthe 
competition since the 1982/83 season 
when we reached The FA Cup Final against 
Manchester United, eventually losing out 
In a replay after the first match ended 2-2.

United, this time in a 2-0 reverse at Old 
Trafford. 

There's nothing quite like The FA Cup 
and all of us have special memories of 
good cup runs, particularly when they 
coincided with more difficult league 
campaigns. For our club, however, it hasn't 
been a particularly kind competition, 
having only got past the fourth round on 
five occasions in 25 years. 

Inrecent times, The FA Cup third 
round has seen Premier League and 
Championship clubs take the opportunity 
to rotate their squads, coming as the 
game does immediately after the hectic 
festive period. |'m sure we will see more of 
the same from both Sides today. 

Either way, let's hope we can continue 
our recent good form in this competition. 
Last season's day out at Wembley was 
a wonderful occasion for all Albion fans, 
young and old, despite the result, and 
further raised the profile of our club across 
the world. 

Next week we return to Premier League 
action with a visit to a re-vitalised Everton 
at Goodison Park. Carlo Ancelotti's 
appointment has galvanised the Toffees 
but, on the back of our New Year's Day 
draw against Chelsea and victory against 
AFC Bournemouth, we will travel to 
Merseyside in a confident frame of mind. 

We knew from our game at Stamford 
Bridge back in September that Chelsea, 
under Frank Lampard’s leadership, would 
provide us with another tough test — and 
it looked as if that would again be the case€ 
following Cesar Azpilicueta's early goal on 
Wednesday. 

However, as the game went on, we grew 
in confidence and certainly deserved to 
be back on level terms thanks to Alireza 
Jahanbakhsh's spectacular overhead kick. 
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Chelsea also had Kepa Arrizabalaga to 
thank for keeping his side in the game with 
a couple of fine saves, and as the minutes 
ticked by, only one team looked like taking 
all three points. 

While we were all heartened by our 
performance, it was overshadowed 
somewnat as news filtered through to 
me afterwards that two home supporters 
were ejected from the Amex — one for the 
racist abuse of Chelsea players and one for 
homophobic abuse aimed at the visiting 
supporters. 

One Chelsea supporter was also ejected 
by club stewards for homaphobic abuse 
aimed at Albion supporters and all three 
were subsequently arrested by Sussex 
Police outside the stadium and now face 
prosecution. 

Yet again our safety and stewarding 
team, along with Sussex Police, have 
had to deal with these separate and 
unwanted instances of disgusting racist 
and homophobic abuse.
